a. The rules applying to the sanitization of infor- 
mation on installations such as oil storage tanks at a port - 
an area where foreign nationals could be expected to provide 
collateral intelligence - are more restrictive than those for 
fuel storage tanks at an airfield, where collateral would be 
more difficult to obtain. 

b. "Target sensitive " installations such as a control 

tower are required to be shown as a dot 

and a feeder line on target illustrations although the buildings 
may be quite large and could be shown by a symbol within the 
prescribed dimensional criteria. 
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
